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DR. HEFELBOIER RESIGNS 


BIS RESIGNATION AS PRESI- 
DENT OF COLLEGE ACCEPTED. 


The Report of the Investigating 


Committee Favorable to the Ad- 
ministration of Dr. Hefelbower. 


Dr. S. U. Hefelbower, president of 


Gettysburg college, has tendered his 
resignation, to take effect next Juue. 
This actiou was taken at a meeting of 
the trustees of the college held in Har- 
lieburg last week, twenty-four of the 
thirty-three members being present* 
The resignation followed the adoption 
by the trustees of the report of the 
committee appointed to investigate 
Ibe causes of the alleged dissatisfaction 
with the administration of Dr. Hefel- 
bower and general condition of the 
college. 


The committee is made up as fol- 


lows : Dr. John Wagner, of Hazleton; 
Dr. H. H. Weber, of York; Charles F. 
Stifel, of Fittsburg. Frank E. Colviu, 
of Bedford, and W. L. Gladfelter, of 
Spring Grove. 


The committee reported tirst that it 


eanctioned the 
educational policy 


adopted by Dr. Hefelbower, believing 
that advancement had been made. 


Attention was called to the fact that 


the interest-bearing debt of the college, 
which was over $41,000 when 
Dr. 


Hefelbower was elected, had beed re- 
duced to $30,000 and that all expenses 
had been met. even though the coun- 
try was in a state of financial depres- 
sion during a portion of his term. At 
the same time the committee's report 
deplored the fact that Urge subscrip- 
tions similar to those received by other 
institutions had not been secured. 


The increased number of students 


was favorably commented upon, but 
it was agreed tnat the number of stu- 
dents should and would be greater 
were it not tor the divided constitu- 
ency. 


The report was summarized by ap- 


proving the educational pplicy of the 
administration and acknowledging the 
services which President Hefelbower 
has rendered the college. 


A discussion, in which no ill feeling 


was shown, followed the r&uUngof 
the report, after which it was adopted 
unanimously. 


Dr. Hefelbower then arose and ten- 


dered his resignation to take effect at 
the time of the regular June meeting 
of the board. The resignation was ac- 
cepted. Dr. Hefelbower said he had 
not sought the office and that he did 
uot want it now: that he had adopted 
an 
educational policy 
which 
he 


thought had been carried forward in 
such a way that the board would not 
reverse it upon his retirement. 


Dr. J. A. Clutz, of Gettysburg; Dr. 


C. M. Stock, of Hanover, and Dr. H. 
H. Weber, of York, were appointed to 
formulate resolutions expressing the 
board's regret at the retirement of Dr. 
Hefelbower from the presidency. 


The chair was authorized to appoint 


* committee of five to report in June 
on possible successors to the presi- 
dency.

The Future of the W. M. R. R. 
That the Rockefeller or Standard 


Oil interests, which are now acknowl- 
edged to be in control of the Western 
Maryland Railroad under the re- 
organizations, have big projects in 
view, for the property is the state- 
ment by a knowing one. That the 
purpose is to develop aud acquire 
more coal lands in West Virginia is 
stated with equal emphasis. 


Further railroad construction 
will 


be needed is also asserted, and that 
the financing of these connections will 
be by some of the strongest banking 
and financial conceius of the country 
is stated with as much positiveness. 
These eoucerns include the Standard 
Oil magnates, and those m control of 
the New York Central Railroad, the 
Vanderbilte. 


The connections they have in view 


make an interesting story. That the 
plan is not only feasible, but Is in con- 
templation, is the statement of large 
local coal operators, who watch the 
situation in the West Virginia and 
Pennsylvania soft coal regions with 
an eagle eye for protection and advan- 
tage. 


It has beeu said since the reorgan- 


ization of the Western Maryland that 
this road would extend from Cumber- 
land to New Haven, Pa., to form a 
connection there with the Pittsburg 
and Lake Erie road. It is confidently 
expected that the work of tbe con- 
struction in this direction will begin in 
the spring. 


Tbe distance is about $i miles. 


The residential park proposed to be 


created by Martin Winter is going for- 
ward. Surveyors began work Christ- 
mas week and worked every day for a 
week or ten days. The park will be 
north of Broadway and bounded on 
the east by the Carlisle road and on 
the north by government avenue and 
has every possibility of being made 
one of the most beautiful residential 
places in town.

in what he is doing.

of which he bad given his life. Iu spite 
of the fact that nervous disorders are 
common among Americans, they do 
uot seem to lead to au unusual number 
of cases of meutal wreck. I have been 
looking iuto the statistics of iu&auity. 
The latest trustworthy figures that 1 
could find are as follows : In l!>00, the 
United States had 106,500 insane per- 
sons iu a population of 7t; millions. In 
1S90 Great Britain aud Jrelaud had 
12S,SOO n a population of 37 million-j. 
In 1SS4 France had 0:;,000 iu a popula- 
tion of 40 millions. That would make 
about .'^S insane persons in 100,000 for 
Great Britain, 23-5 in every 100,000 for 
France, 14-'> iu every 100,000 for Amer- 
ica.

Household Science. 


Mary K. Ormsbee writes an interest- 


ing article on "Household Science iu 
New Vork" for the January Good 
Housekeeping Magazine. She calls 
attention to the fact that it has only- 
been thirty years since domestic sci- 
ence began to take a part in education 
aud says of its latest developments. 


The new School of Household Arts 


of Teachers College at Columbia Uni- 
versity, New York City, now has the 
advantage of a fine building, designed 
especially for household science work, 
which was opened last October, 
ft is 


a splendid structure of gray stone, six 
stories high. The nest egg of this was 
au anonymous gift of $400,000, but the 
cost of the completed building was far 
iu excess of that. It is planned to ac- 
commodate fully 500 girls, whereas 
about half that number had been sad 
ly "doubled up" in the old quarters. 
1 he authorities who built with an 


eye to the future have ample justifi- 
cation since the demand for teachers 
of tliia new science is far above the 
supply. JLast year, the University ap- 
pointment committee received 71 re- 
quests for teachers of domestic art: 
only 24 candidates could be found. 
There were 121 positions offered for 
instructors iu domestic science but 


"The Census will be taken, not bj 


the Census Bureau oflieers or the si 
pervisors, but by the enumerators 
They are the ones who come iu con 
tact with the people and get the facts 
Unless every single enumerator doe 
his whole and proper duty there can 
not be a correct census. There can no 
be anything of greater scieatih'c vain 
to this country than accurate statistic, 
as the basis of a study of the existing 
conditions regarding our population 
agriculture, manufactures, and mine 
aud quarries.

These active little crus- 
taceans swarm on the bottom of the 
sea in both tropical and temperate wa- 
ters aud are possessed of voracious ap-' 
petitos. So the naturalist, after remoT- 
ing the skiu and loose flesh from the 
specimen, ties it ha a coarse net and 
lowers it into the sea until it hanga 
just clear of the bottom. It Is immedi- 
ately discovered by the sea fleas, and 
countless myriads of the little crea- 
tures come swarming to the work ol 
denuding the bones. In a short tlaia 
the skeleton Is clean aud ready to ha 
packed OP mounted. 
Care must b* 


taken to haul it up at just the right 
moment, as if left too long to the sea 
fleas they will attack and devour tha 
small bones as soon as they hare fin- 
ished the soft parts. A little watch- 
fulness on the part of the naturalist 
will prevent this, however, and tha 
tiny scavengers of the deep will sav* 
him a lot of unpleasant work.—Chicago 
Inter Ocean.

Rural Carrier's Banquet. 


The York and Adams County Rural 


Delivery 
Carriers 
Association 
held 


their seventh annual banquet at Hotel 
Penn, York, last week. There were 
several 
postal 
department 
officials 


from Washington present. E. E. Ja- 
cobs, President of the Adams County 
Association attended. 


W. R. Spillmau, superintendent of 


rural routes, made an excellent ad- 
dress. He emphasized the importance 
of the service not only as a conveni- 
ence to the public but as a facility of 
great commercial value, aud gave it as 
his belief that this service which in 
Adams county costs $42,243 and iu 
York county $85,000, is worth not less 
than $5,000,000 to the people of those 
two counties. He stated that this is 
true because of the increase in farm 
values, the betterment of road condi- 
tions, as well as the value of the de- 
livery of mail as a convenience to the 
farmer socially and commercially. 


While the appreciation of the farm- 


er of the rural delivery service is gen- 
erally known, yet the strongest evi- 
dence of it is the enormous increase 
in the amount of mail handled by ru- 
ral carriers. Comparison of account 
of amount of mail handled during the 
past year with similar account made 
four years ago shows an increase of 
86 per cent, in the number of pieces 
of mail handled by rural carriers. 
During the past year the rural carri- 
ers of Adams county handled 2,473,000 
pieces of mail matter and the carriers 
in 
York county handled 6,221,000 


pieces. How much of this vast bulk 
of mail carried is due to the existence 
of the facility for its delivery cannot 
be determined. That the amount of 
mail delivered to the rural population 
of the country has increased with the 
institution of rural delivery is not 
surprising, as it has always been the 
experience in the postal service that 
facility of delivery increases the use 
of the mails. 


If the local merchants throughout 


the country appreciated this facility 
as does the farmer, the bulk of mail 
would be still further increased. The 
up-to-date merchant whether he be lo- 
cated in a large or small village, if he 
expects his business to grow, must ad- 
vertise. He must bring to the atten- 
tion of the people in the territory tri- 
butary to his place of business in a 
direct way the merits of the goods he 
has to sell. By advertising the rural 
delivery service would become as great 
a factor in their business as it did in 
the business of the farmer and inci- 
dentally the revenues of the postal 
service, derived through rural deliv- 
ery, would be increased.
